Jennings submitted a letter of resigna- 
tion on Monday, in which she said “‘I will 
continue to care about the progress of 
Andover High School, its students, fac- 
ulty and parents.”’ She added she expects 
Andover High ‘‘to continue to set an ex- 
ample as one of the finest schools in the 
state.” 

Jennings will now serve as Headmas- 
ter at Brookline High School, a position 
she applied for last month and was of- 
fered on July 2. 

Jennings said the Brookline post will 
give her “‘the opportunity to expand on 
things I’ve started in Andover.”’ She 
stated Brookline, like Andover, has a 
school system based on involvement of 
teachers, students and parents in deci- 
sion-making. ‘‘I welcome the chance to 
help another town’s schools in the man- 
ner I have here,’”’ Jennings remarked. 

The outgoing principal said the Brook- 
line schools also encourage “‘equity and 
challenge” and a broad range of curric- 
ulum that will help her develop profes- 
sionally. ‘I’m going from one excellent 
school system to another,” she com- 
mented.

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Drainage Issues Reviewed 


The Andover Zoning Board of Appeals 
Monday night closed the public hearing 
on Winn Development’s “Brookside 
Estates” comprehensive permit applica- 
tion after a long discussion of drainage 
issues relative to the proposal. 

Winn has proposed 190 rental units in 
12 two and three-story woodframe build- 
ings, each containing 10 or more units. 
An additional building will be con- 
structed to serve as a community and 
daycare center for the 36.4 acre devel- 
opment. 

Of the 190 units, 47 will be marketed in 
the ‘‘affordable”’ price ranges under the 
state’s SHARP funding program. Twen- 
ty-two of these 47 will be one-bedroom 
and set aside for elderly occupancy. 
There will also be a total of 14 two-bed- 
room units, 67 two-bedroom with den, 67 
three-bedroom, and 20 three-bedroom 
townhouse units. 

Buildings and roads will cover 6 acres, 
or 16 percent of the total land involved in 
the development, with eight acres being 
wetlands area. Total density is 5.21 units 
per acre—7.2 units per acre if the wet- 
lands are subtracted before calculation. 

Generally, 43 percent of the total par- 
cel will be covered by buildings and 
roads or is wetland area. The remaining 
97 percent of the parcel will be main- 
tained as open space. 

Winn plans two access roads off North 
St. into the development—one leading to 
three housing buildings and the commu- 
nity center, the other to the remaining 
nine housing buildings. These two por- 
tions of the development are separated 
by wetlands. 

Additionally, the developer will bring 
the existing sewer line up North St. into 
the development, offering tie-in to abut- 
tors along the way—at the developer’s 
expense.

What fea t In Their Schoolbooks 
Fourth-Graders Learn About Disabled People 


By Melissa M. De Meo 


In the West Elementary School class Barbara Bunn 
taught this year, Michael Bailey was blind, Peter 
Afarian was deaf and Joanne Tao was in a wheel- 
chair. 

Well, not really. 

It was all make-believe for the fourth-graders, who 
learned what it’s like to be among the 36 million 
Americans who have disabilities. 

“It was frustrating, really confusing,’ said Ryan 
Lisiak, who tried writing his name in a mirror box, 
which gives a reverse image of the signature. The 
mirror box gives you an idea of the difficulty a men- 
tally retarded person has doing even simple tasks, 
said Bunn, coordinator of the ‘‘Understanding Disabi- 
lities’’ program that reaches Andover’s four elemen- 
tary school’s — West, South, Sanborn and Bancroft. 

Bunn has been teaching the program since it got 
started under the direction of the Health Department 
seven years ago. She just completed her second school 
year as its coordinator. The program is organized into 
five units of two one-and-a-half hour sessions. Each 
unit concentrates on a specific disability — blindness, 
deafness, physical limitations, mental retardation or 
learning disabilities. Through a series of activities, 
the students are exposed to the feelings, hardships 
and triumphs of people with these disabilities. 

‘“‘We have them watch movies. We read them a 
book. We do simulation activities, like writing their 
names in a mirror box, or for the blindness unit, we 
blindfold them and have them try to get around with a 
white cane,’’ Bunn said. ‘‘But the best part are the 
guest speakers. That’s the culminating activity.” 

At the end of every unit, one, sometimes two, visitor 
speaks to the kids about his or her disability and 
answers their questions in a discussion session. 

‘“Phey asked very hard questions,” said one of those 
speakers, Alice Sykor, coordinator of information for 
the Massachusetts Commission for the Deaf and Hard 
of Hearing in Boston. ‘‘They wanted to know, for in-

stance, if I got my hearing back, what I’d want to 
ang Well, I was born deaf, so I don’t know what it’s 
like.” 

Sykor spoke to the approximately i100 West fourth- 
graders through an American Sign Language inter- 
preter June 5. They were full of questions, shooting 
their hands up and waving them urgently. 

“Are signs different in different languages?” some- 


one wanted to know. 

They are. 

“Do you ever get embarrassed because you're 
deaf?’ someone else asked. 

She used to. 

“It’s important for the kids to have this kind of in- 
formation,’’ Bunn said. ‘‘We hope that when these 
kids see a handicapped person on the street, they’ll 
treat them like a normal person and not gawk or be 
afraid of catching what they have.”’ 

Apparently it’s working. 

“It’s good for children to see that they (the dis- 
abled) are normal too,” said fourth-grader Jennie 
Bradway. 

‘‘When you meet a handicapped person, you’ll know 
what to do,” added her schoolmate, Carolyn Ballee. 

‘“*You’ll know how to cope with them,”’ said Jennifer 
Ghiloni. ‘‘Like if they’re deaf, you can write notes or 
finger spell. Or if someone falls out of a wheelchair.”’ 

Paul Sampson, a physical therapist from Whittier 
Rehabilitation Hospital in Haverhill and one of the 
program’s guest speakers, showed the students how to 
get someone back in a wheelchair — if the person asks 
for help. 

‘‘They’re the best person to know if they’re going to 
need help,” Sampson told the group and then demon- 
strated, with volunteer Matt Werner, how to slip a 
wheelchair under a reclining person and pull the chair 
up to its center of gravity, so that the person is in a 
‘‘wheelie” position. He or she can get the chair 
upright from there. 

It wasn’t as easy as it looked, as Carolyn Ballee 
found out when she tried to do a ‘‘wheelie”’ in the 
chair. Because she is so small, the center of gravity of 
the chair with her in it was at a precarious angle. 

“T thought I could do it at first,”’ Ballee said. “But 
then I got nervous. I was so scared; I thought I was 
going to tip over.”’ 

Ballee wasn’t alone in her attitudes about a wheel-

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‘Phase One Computer Plan 
Adopted By School Board

The School Committee made the most of last 
week’s work session, voting to implement Phase 
One of a system-wide Computer Plan, calling for 
the installation of 266 computers in Andover 
schools this year. 

The r Plan, estimated to cost the de- 
partment $637,341 this year, accounts for the 
purchase and installation of computer hardware 
and software in all town schools. Training for 
staff will be provided under the program, with 
the entire operation being supervised by a com- 
puter project manager and an assistant. 

Comprehensive computer education at all 
grade levels will be worked into the curriculum, 
with an umbrella Information Science Depart- 
ment being formed at the secondary levels. 

In his presentation to the committee, Superin- 
tendent Kenneth Seifert said the Computer Pro- 
ject Manager would be someone hired from the 
outside, so that the school department can use 
bonded funds for the position. The project man- 
ager would be paid a salary ‘‘in excess of $30,000 
to $40,000” Seifert said. Seifert told the commit- 
tee the projected $637,341 cost was ‘‘a high esti- 
mate,’’ and the actual expense would probably 
be less. 

The computer manager’s job would be tempo- 
rary, the superintendent said. “A three-year 
term is what’s needed,’’ he commented, ‘‘to get 
everything in place.”’ Since the post is ‘‘a techni- 
cal position, not an instructional one,” as Seifert 
put it, “there is not the need for the position 
after three years.”’ 

The project manager will be in charge of ac- 
quiring the computer hardware and software, 
installation and operations in the eight school 
buildings, site preparation for placement of the 
systems, and overseeing the implementation of 
the computer plan. 

The computer assistant, Seifert stated, will be 
a person already on the staff. The $13,000-$17,000 
salary is already allotted for in the proposed 
school department budget for next year, he 
added. The School Committee will resume work 
on its $18 million 1988 budget on July 14. 

Committee members raised concerns regard- 
ing certain aspects of the computer plan. Donald 
Robb objected to having an ‘Information Sci- 
ence Department Head” in schools ‘where 
there is no actual Information Science Depart- 
ment.’ 

Under the plan, courses in “Information Sci- 
ence”’ would be taught by instructors from other

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To Use Consultant 
To Predict Enrollments 


By Lewis C. Howe 


The School Committee will hire an outside 
consultant to predict system-wide enrollment 
figures, so the committee nay proceed accord- 
ingly with a comprehensive five-year Master 
Plan. 

A demographic study of Andover’s projected 
population is needed for the school system to 
plan for the amount of buildings necessary to 
house future students, and to determine what 
curriculum initiatives may be pursued, said 
School Committee Chairman Susan Poore last 
Tuesday. 

‘“‘We have decisions to make regarding the ef- 
fects of population increases on organizational 
structure and building use,” Poore said at the 
committee’s June 30 meeting. ‘We need to have 
an idea how bad, or how good, the situation is.”’ 

Committeman David Birnbach agreed an ac- 
curate estimate of how many students the town 
will have to accomodate is pivotal to the plan- 
ning process. ‘The town has allocated $25,000 
for a consultant,”’ he said, ‘“‘we should bring 
someone in to help.’”’ 

School Committee member Donald Robb said 
a demographic study is ‘‘a logical first step” in 
developing a Master Plan. ‘‘We need solid fig- 
ures,” he stated, ‘‘on the number of kids we’ll 
have, and the number of buildings needed for 
these kids, so we can go to Town Meeting and 
present bonding articles (for new construction) 
if there is an obvious need.” 

Poore emphasized ‘“‘time is a factor” in com- 
pletion of a population study. ‘In the next four 
or five months,”’ she said, ‘‘we need to get this 
information down in order to come up with a 
budget and articles to submit for next year’s 
Town Meeting.” 

The Town Meeting warrant closes on Decem- 
ber 31, Poore pointed out. ‘‘We won’t make all 
the decisions on five-year future growth by 
then,’’ she remarked, “‘but we must identify our 
one-year moves and some two-year moves”’ dur- 
ing the next six months. 

Having a completed population-growth report, 
she added, will enable the School Committee ‘‘to 
warn the town” of the cost necessary to main- 
tain a high-quality school system. The chairman 
advised ‘We should be prepared to tell the se- 
lectmen and the finance committee that a Mas- 
ter Plan is going to mean lots of money. “‘It will 
mean money for our budget, and some signifi- 
cant money articles in upcoming Town Meet- 
ings.”’ 
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The plethora of proposed comprehensive per- 
mit developments will increase enrollments, 
Poore said, especially in west Andover. “‘There 
will be a definite impact there,” she said. “We 
need to find out the demographics of these comp 
permit kids,’ Poore said, “‘not just the number 
of them, but their ages as well.” 

Poore also commented on the need for short- 
term planning. If a population study were to re- 
flect a need for a new building, she pointed out, 
“it would be a five-to-seven year process before 
we could have it ready to open. What would we 
do until then?”’ 

Robb stressed the importance of accuracy in 
such estimates, as incorrect figures would 
“damage the credibility of the entire Master 
Plan.” An outside consultant, he continued, has 
the ability to ensure trustworthy projections. 
‘Predicting population is a science,”’ Robb said, 
‘“‘and we ought to get somebody who is an expert 
in that science.” 

Robb cautioned against making sweeping pro- 
jections as to status of facilities. “Building con- 
ditions do change over a five year period,” he 
said. “Six years ago,” Robb recalled, “‘there 
was an excess of space in elementary schools, 
and crowding in the secondary schools. Now, we 
have the opposite effect.’’ 

‘‘We must look in our planning to think about 
what we should do along the line as these prob- 
lems crop up,’’ he said. ‘“‘We cannot,” Robb 
quipped, ‘cast these projections literally in con- 
crete. The population figures and age levels can 


be flexible, and we must retain flexibility on this —as 


issue as well.”’

porting the proposal—on the condition that the 
ZBA approves the comprehensive permit. 

At this hearing, Winn representatives pre- 
sented changes made in the proposal since it 
was last before the public. 

According to Paul Ferrante of Dana Perkins, 


The L-shaped buildings will now be separated 
and 14-foot easements will run behind a number 
of buildings not having paved areas behind— 
both to offer better fire department access. 

Parking at the community center has been 
changed as well.

said Whitney, had been discussing this issue for 
an hour already and was “not going through it 
all again.” 


Goulet then proceeded with the question of 
how much wetlands areas would expand with 
the raising of the water levels. Wood began 
doing calculations as he stood before the board. 

It was then Griswold stated this was too much 
to ask of Wood on the spot—this was not the job 
he was hired to do for the town. 

Whitney, trying to find the happy medium for 
everyone, asked Wood if he would feel more 
comfortable reviewing additional data and pro- 
viding the board with a supplementary report. 

To this suggestion Wood answered he will 
walk the site to find out why flooding may have 
been occurring in the area. This will involve 
verifying his data on land slopes and current 
elevations. After that, said Wood, a supplemen- 
tal report could be provided, probably in the 
next two weeks. 

The board then accepted reports from the 
Department of Public Works and the Fire 
Department. 

According to Robert McQuade, DPW, water 
and sewer plans are acceptable and Deputy Fire 
Chief Charles Murnane added water for fire pro- 
tection is adequate—as long as the buildings are 
constructed with fire walls in accordance with 
local codes.

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Andover Officially A 
Partnership Community

During a recent Massachusetts Housing Part- 
nership ceremony at the town offices, Town 
Manager Kenneth Mahony submitted a letter 
supporting the application by Winn Devel- 
opment for funding of the “Brookside Estates” 
affordable housing development. 

The ceremony was held for the official desig- 
nation of Andover as a Partnership Community. 
Usually, communities simply receive a letter, 
but according to Peter Gagliardi, Director of 
Technical and Field Operations, the Massachu- 
setts Housing Partnership, (MHP), wanted to 
present the letter of designation in person “be- 
cause of the very significant effort the Town of 
Andover has made.” 

From the state level, Gagliardi, Rep. Susan 
Tucker, and Todd Johnson, representing Sen. 
Patricia McGovern, were in attendance. Town 
officials included Mahony, town Physical Plan- 
ner Stephen Colyer, Selectmen William Downs, 
Gail Ralston, and the board’s Chairman Gerald 
Silverman. 

Becoming a partnership community ‘will 
give the town special access to millions of dol- 
lars in state funds for the development of affor- 
dable housing,” said Amy Anthony, State 
Secretary of Communities and Development. 

In a press release, Anthony also praised local 
officials and members of the Andover Housing 
Partnership Committee, (AHPC), for making 
affordable housing a priority issue in town. ‘The 
town of Andover is to be congratulated for its 
foresight and its commitment to providing affor- 
dable housing for its citizens,’ wrote Anthony. 

At the recent MHP Conference and Expo ’87, 
Andover also received an award certificate and 
house-shaped bank for “Exemplary commit- 
ment by a municipality to Housing Partnership 
projects.” 

Gagliardi commented Andover won this honor 
because the town is ‘‘not just one of 75 part- 
nership communities, but a leader among 
them.”

It was then that Mahony presented Gagliardi 
with the funding recommendation for Winn 
Develpment’s ‘Brookside Estates,’ which is 
currently in the midst of comprehensive permit 
pies before the Andover Zoning Board of 
Ap ; 

inn, which has-nearly 20 years experience in 
affordable rental development and manage- 
ment, has proposed 190 units in 12 buildings on 
the 36.4 acre Flannery/Mottolo property, 
located on North St. near River Road. 

According to Mahony, it is difficult to acquire 
SHARP funding, and the developer asked for 
support. “‘Winn is a good developer, no question 
about that,”’ said Mahony, ‘“‘and nobody else has 
asked for it (support).’’ Mahony then cautioned 
that this support is conditional on ZBA approval 
of the comprehensive permit. 

According to Physical Planner Stephen Coly- 
er, who is adjunct to the ZBA for comprehensive 
permits, there were several additional reasons 
for the supportive letter. 

Under the SHARP Program, to which Winn 
has applied for funding, al/ units will count 
toward the town’s state-mandated 10 percent 
affordable housing. Winn was also

Northwoods 


' Developers/Builders 
Share Principals

Despite public statements by representa- 
tives of Emerald Green, Inc., denying ties 
with Picwel Builders, Inc., it has been 
learned that the developer and the builder of 
the ‘Northwoods’ comprehensive permit de- 
velopment do share a number of principals. 

Questions were raised after it became 
known the North St. property had originally 
been owned by Picwel. The land was sold to 
Emerald Green, which then designated Pic- 
wel as the builder of the proposed 48-unit con- 
dominium development. 

Zoning Board of Appeals Chairman Wesley 
Whitney had asked whether or not the two 
organizations had a sales agreement requir- 
ing Emerald Green to use Picwel as builder 
of any development of the land. George Dan- 
neman, Jr., 52 Jenkins Road, additionally 
asked if the two organizations had “‘any fami- 
ly or other ties.” 

These questions had been asked on several 
occasions during both public hearings of the 
proposal, and the answers remained the 
same each time—‘“‘No.”’ 

Atty. Philip Sullivan, representing the 
developer, denied there was an agreement 
requiring Emerald Green to use Picwel as 
the development’s builder—and added there 
were no common principals. 

Keith Caveney, president of Emerald 
Green, went so far as to say the only associa- 
tion between the two is they occasionally 
“play ball together.” 

But according to Emerald Green’s Articles 
of Organization, executed last January by 
Sullivan, the two firms are inextricably 
tied—all three owners of Picwel Builders,

One day after the hearing, on June 19, Sulli- 
van submitted a letter ‘‘to correct the record 
regarding the relationship” between the two 
organizations. The letter also stated that Sul- 
livan’s denial of close ties between the orga- 
nizations ‘‘was incorrect.” 

During the hearing itself, the board 
received the results of a hydrological study 
conducted by Goldberg Zoino Associates, the 
firm hired by the town in relation to this pro- 
posal. 

According to Jay Gale, “there are rather 
tight, impermeable soils,” but it is not 
expected that the development will increase 
drainage problems in the area. 

Gale added the development of the land 
may actually help solve some problems by 
having the surface drainage directed, rather 
than just free-flowing as it is now. This direc- 
tion will take the water off the property, 
keeping it from seeping into the ground and 
raising the water table. 

After Sullivan explained drainage would be 
conducted through several properties and 
into the Merrimack River, Olivier Goulet, 119 
North St., questioned the developer’s claim 
that he had an easement onto the Corcoran

Donald P. Schwanekamp 
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Water Shortage 
Possible Without 
Plant Expansion 


By Lewis C. Howe 


Local officials say Andover could face water shortages if 
Monday’s Special Town Meeting won’t allocate funds to ex- 
pand the town’s water treatment facility. 

A 350-voter quorum is needed to apprové the $2 million 
required to cover project construction costs. 

‘We've already reached the capacity of the present treat- 
ment plant,” said Public Works Director Robert McQuade, 
“and unless we expand now, water use restrictions will be 
required in the not too distant future.”” McQuade also said 
the installation of new treatment filters are “‘necessary to 
comply with new EPA (Environmental Protection Agency) 
guidelines for water quality.”’ 

The new treatment plant will provide ‘‘the latest analyti- 
cal equipment” and water purifiers for Andover residents, 
McQuade said, in compliance with clean-water regulations 
mandated under the federal Safe Drinking Water Act of 
1986. ‘‘A Town Meeting vote to fund this is the only way to 
ensure enough clean water for Andover,”’ he emphasized. 
Town Meeting will convene at 7 p.m. Monday in Memorial 
Auditorium. 

The Planning Board expressed support for the article at 
their meeting on Tuesday. In a memo to the board, princi- 
pal planner Nancy Jeton asked the Planning Board to ‘“‘en- 
courage your spouses, friends and neighbors” to participate 
at Town Meeting. ‘“‘Hear ye! hear ye!” read Jeton’s memo, 
“Yes Virginia, there will be another attempt at a special 
town meeting! This time, the issue is singular and dear to 
each of our hearts— the water treatment plant expansion.” 

A statement from the department of finance and budget 
reported the project will not affect other town services 
under Proposition 2%. The plant expansion will add ‘about 
10-15 cents to the water rate,” but this impact will not be 
felt immediately, the release said. 

Town Meeting approved the expansion proposal, original- 
ly estimated to cost $12.6 million, in 1985. Rising construc- 
tion rates have hiked the price to approximately $16 million, 
$7 million to be paid by the state. 

“I’m really confident the voters will come out,’’ said 
Town Manager Kenneth Mahony. ‘‘Town Meeting has 
shown itself to be responsible for the needs of the commu- 
nity in the past, and that should continue,” he stated. 

Mahony believes that ‘‘voters understand the water situa- 
tion. They see problems like those in North Andover, and 
they realize how important it is to act,”’ he said. 

The Town Manager also drafted a memo to all town em- 
ployees requesting attendance at the Special Town Meeting. 

The most recent Special Town Meeting, on June 8, failed 
to attain a quorum, which Mahony attributed to “‘a lack of 
vital issues” on the warrant. “People don’t care much 
whether we have speed bumps at the high school,”’ he said. 
“They should care about their water.”’ 

James Doherty, Town Meeting moderator, acknowledged 
a quorum is “always difficult to attain in the summer,” but 
he said the town’s water supply is ‘“‘such a vital issue,”’ that 
the voters will show up. 

Mahony said the current timetable for expansion of the 
water treatment station targets completion of the project 
by the end of 1988, “‘if the voters approve it now.” 

A delay in funding, the town manager said, would push 
the project back a year, which Could cause shortage prob- 
lems during the summer of 1989, if not sooner. 

Water department figures estimate the demand for town 
water will reach 13.6 million gallons per day (mgd) by 1990. 
The present water treatment facility provides Andover cus- 
tomers with 11 mgd, a total reached last June 20, McQuade 
said. 

The expanded water station would increase Andover’s 
pumping capacity to 24 mgd. Town projections predict a 24 
mgd consumer demand by the year 2020.

Much has been said in recent weeks about town 
meetings in Andover, particularly in view of the

But, open town meeting remains Andover’s 
way of conducting municipal business and as 
such deserves particular attention this coming 
Monday night. 

Selectmen have called this special session Mon- 
day at7 p.m. at Memorial Auditorium for the 
specific purpose of funding the proposed expan- 
sion and improvement of the town’s water treat- 
ment plant. 

Funds originally provided by the 1985 town 
meeting have proven insufficient due to in- 
creased costs in the intervening months since 


‘alat initial approval for funding the project. 


Voters Monday night will be asked to approve 
the increased funds which basically will save the 
town money in the long run, since further delay 
will prove even more costly. 

The request is deserving of approval by the 
Andover electorate. 

Andover has always been considered a well- 
run, well-managed community. For that reputa- 
tion, the town’s water department should be 
recommended as a model for careful planning to 
meeting the needs of a growing community. 

Back about a quarter century ago, Andover 
was literally parched. The lack of adequate sup- 
ply led to seeking assistance from neighbors. 
Then municipal administrators, such as the 
board of public works which operated the water 
department prior to the inception of the town 
manager form of government, decided to develop 
a master plan to maintain and modernize the 
town’s water system. 

Since the adoption and acceptance of the mas- 
ter plan, Andover has proceeded on a scheduled 
basis to update its water system in an orderly,

There has never been a time when major 
expenditures have been dictated by crisis situa- 
tions. 

The distribution system was improved and up- 
dated. Alternate sources of supply have been de- 
veloped, such as wells and the Fish Brook 
reclamation station which captures runoff from 
the watershed area and pumps it back into Hag- 
getts Pond, the town’s main reservoir. 

Then the present water treatment plant was 
constructed with provisions for continued expan- 
sion. One expansion and update has already been 
accomplished. 

Now there is need, according to proper plan- 
ning, for further updating and expansion. The 
need is not simply to meet the town’s growth 
needs, but to properly treat the water properly to 
provide quality drinking water. 

Like so many things which contribute to the 
quality of life, seldom does need command aften- 
tion until the source is no longer available.

The Zoning Board of Ai held one 
of its least controversial hearings in 

. some time last Thursday night. With 
only five petitions on the agenda, and no 
protests registered, all hearings were 
eonducted and the meeting adjourned in 
just over an hour. 

Two of the five petitions were requests 
to divide single lots into two separate 
parcels. 

Leonard F. and Gertrude W. Colpitts, 
who rent the house at 7 Oak St., Ballard- 
vale, asked that the lot their home is on, 
which contains two houses (5 and 7 Oak 
St.), be divided into two separate par- 
cels, so that they may purchase the 
house they have rented for the last 47 
years. James Cleary, the present owner 
of the parcel, would maintain ownership 
of the second house and lot. 

... Atty. Philip Sullivan stated that the 
only variance needed would be for front- 
age since each lot would only have just 
over 67 feet along Oak St. He added that 
such a split would actually come more 
into accordance with the by-law since it 
would convert the property from one 
multi-family parcel to two single-family 
parcels. 

Sullivan also represented the other pe- 
titioner requesting subdivision of prop- 
erty. Ralph M. and Mary A. Flynn, Sr., 
121 Ballardvale Road, want to split a lot, 
on which there is one home, into two lots 
so that they may sell the empty parcel. 

Originally, said Sullivan, the property 
was Classified as two lots and the Flynns 
purchased them separately, the empty 
fot to provide for their retirement. In

addition, they have always paid taxes on 
the property as two individual lots. 

Basically, three variances are needed 
to divide the property located in a Single 
Residence B district. Lot dimension re- 
quirements would have to be reduced 
from 30,000 square feet to 10,000 square 
feet, frontage would be reduced to 100 
feet per lot from the required 150 feet, 
and a variance to reduce the 15 foot side- 
lot setback requirement on one lot to 11 
feet would also be needed. 

Richard and Geraldine W. Anderson, 
at 34 Lincoln Circle, petitioned for a vari- 
ance for continued existance of a home 
that does not meet minimum setbacks or 
dimensional requirements. They also 
want a variance to allow an addition. 

According to Anderson, well before 
they purchased the home in 1974, it was 
discovered that the house does not meet 
minimum sideyard setbacks. Neighbor 
Jerry Cronin agreed to give 857 square 
feet of his land over allowing the owner 
of 34 Lincoln Circle to meet the dimensio- 
nal requirements. 

This land was subtracted from the Cro- 
nin deed, and the Andersons and pre- 
vious owners have paid the taxes on it— 
but this 857 feet does not appear on their 
deed. This, said Anderson, was not dis- 
covered at the time they purchased the 
property in 1974. 

Until the matter can be settled, the 
Andersons need a variance for continued 
existance of the home and would also 
like a variance to build a family 


room/study addition. Another variance 
is needed for minimum setback require- 
ments as well since the home is about six 
inches too close to the street. 

Leggat McCall Management Compa- 
ny, Inc., operators of the Shattuck Office 
Park at 131 River Road, requested that 
they be permanently allowed to maintain 
their secondary access from Old River 


Road. 

Atty. Gerald Cohen explained that 
when the access was originally approved 
at the urging of the Fire Department, the 
decision was to stand for a year. With 
that year over, they return for a final 
decision to be made. 

“Its rare for someone to be coming in 
on the...Hewlett Packard side,”’ said Co- 
hen in contention that no relevant traffic 
impact is caused by the access. 

Only one abuttor asked that a final de- 
cision be delayed until the office park is 
100 percent occupied. Current occupancy 
is at 94 percent with 98 percent actually 
leased. 

River Road Realty Trust petitioned the 
board on behalf of Digital Equipment 
Corporation for the placement of a satel- 
lite dish on the roof of a Trammel Crow 
Building at 3 Riverside Drive. 

Digital has a closed-circuit television 
network for product announcements 
which are broadcast to all 18 of their 
applications centers. Thus, said rep- 
resentative Sean O’Neill, the receiving 
dish is critical to Digital’s operations for 

receiving information. 


Dukakis Praises Local Police 


Governor Michael S. Dukakis made a 
quick whistle-stop in Andover Tuesday to 
praise the police department’s success- 
ful use of SHERLOCK, a statewide fin- 
gerprint computer system. According to 
Andover Police Chief James Johnson, 

~ the computer helped locate suspects in 
more than a dozen Andover housebreaks. 

SHERLOCK, which records the finger- 
prints of convicted criminals, can be ac- 
cessed by any police department in the 
Commonwealth to identify suspects, Du- 
kakis said. Individual departments sub- 
mit prints of those convicted of crimes in 
their community to the central computer 
in Boston. 

“Cooperation is one of the great 
strengths in law enforcement,’’ the Gov- 
ernor told an audience of police, local 
politicians and partisans at the afternoon 
press conference. ‘‘I am anxious to see 
every community and every police de- 
partment in the state take part in this 
system,” he added. 

Dukakis urged all local police depart- 
ments to submit fingerprints to the 
SHERLOCK database in Boston to assist 
other communities in fighting crime. 
‘The more information we have (on sus- 
pects), the better off we’ll be,’’ he com- 
mented, 

The Democratic presidential candi- 
date termed the system ‘‘an example of 
a high tech state using new technologi

to fight crime.’’ Dukakis pointed out 
Massachusetts’ crime rate has declined 
by 14 percent during the past four years, 
while national crime figures are up 1.6 
percent. 

With the computer system, he added, 
‘‘Massachusetts can show the way for 
the rest of the country” in law enforce- 
ment. 

Since the $2.5 million computer went 
on line six months ago, it has identified 
suspects in 255 cases, 151 of these being 
housebreaks, which the Governor called 
‘‘very difficult crimes to solve.” 

SHERLOCK, first used in California, 
allows police to match fingerprints found 
at a crime scene with ones on file in the 
system. The computer database current- 
ly contains 250,000 sets of prints and 
there are plans to expand to 400,000 sets 
by 1990. 

Despite the drop in crime, Dukakis 
said, ‘‘we must use every resource at our 
command to fight the problem of 
crime,” and he reiterated his plea to lo- 
cal police departments to utilize SHER- 
LOCK as a statewide law enforcement 
tool. 

Boston Police Commissioner Francis 
(Mickey) Roache said system use ‘“‘has 
led to more arrests on tough crimes.” He 
cited the case of a Beacon Hiil rapist who 
was identified and captured within four 
hours of-the victim’s report using-compu- 


terized fingerprints. 

Roach stated the computer system 
“helps us get these characters who are 
out there’ committing crimes, and 
added “‘It’s the greatest tool in law en- 
forcement today.”’ 

Charles Barry, state secretary of pub- 
lic safety, reported cases of breaking 
and entering are down 14,000 from 1983. 
Barry praised Dukakis as a man com- 
mitted to fighting crime and who ‘“‘gives 
support to law enforcement, not just rhe- 
toric.” 

The Governor also answered pointed 
questions regarding the state furlough 
program for convicts. The program has 
been under fire since a furloughed in- 
mate, William Horton of Lawrence, was 
arrested for the stabbing of a man and 
the rape of the man’s pregnant wife in 
their Maryland home. 


“The Horton case is a tragedy,’’ Duka- 
kis said, but he defended the state’s fur- 
lough program as ‘‘strong, responsible 
and well managed. By and large, we 
have a successful furlough system.”’ 


The Governor termed the Horton case 
‘tan aberration,’”’ and promised to review 
the furlough-granting process. ‘‘We will 
amend the laws if necessary to prevent 
similar instances from occurring 
again.” | 


At the , the board also 
announced a mixed bag of decisions on 
the seven regular hearings held June 4.

The Bil- 
lings’ were allowed the continued 
existance of their home and granted the 
right to convert the Bartlet St. residence 
from single-family to two-family. The 
board, hewever, did not take action on 
the petition for an addition. 

Frances M. McCormick, 64 Bartlet St., 
and June Bosworth, 348 River Road, 
were both denied their individual peti- 
tions to convert from single-family to 
two-family. 

The final petition, by Frank H. McMil- 
lan, 20 Fosters Pond Road, to build a 
garage on property without frontage on a 
public way, was also denied by the 
board.

Starting July 1 drunk 
drivers in Massachu- 
setts will face the coun- 
try’s toughest first 
offender program, de- 
signed to force drunk 
drivers to examine 
their drinking prob- 
lems and prevent them 
from becoming repeat 
offenders.

Planning Board’s industrial land use re- 
view, will not affect local tax revenues, 
say town officials. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony and 
Finance and Budget Director Anthony 
Torrisi before the board Tues- 
day night to provide requested financial 
input. 

According to Mahony, the ‘‘ideal situa- 
tion’’ would be to have 50 to 65 percent of 
the town residentially zoned, with the 


«rest dedicated to industrial and commer- 


cial development. 
He cautioned that rezoning currently 
industrial lands to other uses might cost 


the town more than a minor reduction in 


tax revenues. “‘You run the risk of spend- 
ing more on litigation,” he said in refer- 
ence to a recent Supreme Court decision. 
The decision allows landowners to seek 
compensation from municipalities if 
their land is regulated or rezoned in a 
way minimizing profit. 

“Down zoning’’ would also indirectly 
impact the municipal budget, said Maho- 
ny. By increasing the possible number of 
residences in town you could greatly im- 
pact school populations, thus expanding 
school financial needs without the tax 
base to support such increases.
